A Port A rthur disp atch say s that 
Adm iral W ittsoeft has been ap p ointed 
chief of Viceroy Alex ieff’s naval staff 
and has gone to Mukden. 
A Tokio

Conduc te d Quie tly . 
Yin Kow, M arch 17 .—The only re­ 
liable rep orts at the p resent moment 
from the main M anchurian cities show 
a quiet m ovem ent along the railway 
and such olties as Mukden which are 
off the main line are undisturbed. The 
p eop le here are not in p ossession of 
definite news of outside events. 
The 
chief m ovem ent on the Fung Huang 
Cheng m ilitary road is th a disp atch 
of riders to and from the Russian ad­ 
vance forces. 
A creditable native has 
arrived here bringing a rep ort as late 
as March 12 from Song Huang Cheng 
to the effect that the main body of 
the concentrated forces had crossed 
tha 
Yalu, 
leaving sm all 
bodies of 
troop s at A ntung and other p oints to 
guard the river. 
A fortnight ago a 
few sp ies visited Antung, but since 
then no Jap anese have been seen west 
of the Yalu. 
The continued attacks 
of the Jap anese have comp elled the 
steady occup ation of the Liao Tong 
p eninsula. 
The last bom bardm ent of 
P ort A rthur rendered every p art of 
the fortress at Port A rthur unsafe. 
R esidents assert th at the fragm ents 
of Jap anese shells fell every w here and 
th at some railw ay coaches and build­ 
ings were destroy ed though m ost of 
the dam age on the shore was unim ­ 
p ortant. 
Foreigners choosing to rem ain In 
the interior m ust now sign an agree­ 
m ent restricting their m ovem ents and 
stip ulating th at a sp ecial p ass Is neces- 
rary when leaving their bounds.
